U.S. Embassy Families Return to Beirut

BEIRUT, Oct. 12 «NYT).—The 
Americans are coming back to 
Beirut and the return is like an 
injection of hope for the Lebanese 
capttal, still half stunned from 
the devastating civil war. 

It is not 8 vast invasion of U.S. 
businessmen, bankers and tourists, 
not yet anyway. It is just a hand- 
ful of American wives and chil- 
dren, but theix importance far ex- 
ceeds thelr numbers. 

The State Department has given 
the green light for U.S. Embassy 
employees’ dependents to return 
here—which means that other 
families will undoubtedly follow. 

“This decision demonstrates a 
vote of confidence in President 
Elias Sarkis’s government and the 
ability of the Arab peace-keeping 
forces here,” Charles Baquet, the 
administrative officer at the U.S 
Embassy, said. 

All summer the Lebanese and 
foreign communities in Beirut 
were walting to see what the 
Americans were golng to do. There 
was δὶ general feeling that, if the 
U.S. government allowed its de- 
pendents back, it would be the 
sign that Beirut was safe, 

In Thme for School 

Finally the word came from 
Washington: U.S. Embassy de- 
pendents could return to Beirut, 
if they wished, in time for the 
current school year, which began 
last week at the American Com- 
munity School and this week at 
the American University of Bei- 
rut, 

The U.S. community is not what 
it used to be. There are sbout 
2,000 Americans living in Lebanon, 
compared with 5,000 in the pre- 
war days, but the return is under 
way. For example, at the Amer- 
ican University's Faculty of Arts 
and Sciences, 35 professors and 
families—half of them American 
—who took leave without pay 
during the 19-month civil war 
have all returned for the new 
school year, 

There ere even a few new 
American recruits on the univer~ 
sity staff. In addition, many pro~ 
fessorg who resigned during the 
troubles have sent letters indicat~ 
Ing that they would be interested 
in coming back 

It was 2 U.S. Embassy decision 
in September, 1975. to allow de- 
pendents the choice of leaving 
Lebanon that set off the ware of 
departures. 

“We felt the shockwaves.” 
Robert Usellis, 52, the principal of 


the American Community School, 
Tecalled. The school had opened 
in September, 1975, with an en- 
roliment of 800 students and 620 
had showed up. When the embas- 
sy announced that dependents 
could Jeave if they wished, the 
school closed for a couple of weeks 
to give people time to think things 
over. When it reopened on Nov. 
11. enrollment was down to 120 
By September of last year there 
were only 12 atudents and the 
teaching staff was down to 40 
from 120.

U.S. Aides Say Soyuz Lacke 
Electric Power for a 2d Try.

WASHINGTON, Cct. 12 (WP). 
~—U.S. space officiais said yester- 
day that the Soviet cosmonauts 
of Soyuz-25 failed in their mis- 
sion becayse they overshot te 
orbiting Salyut-6 on Monday and 
were unable to make ἃ sccond at- 
tempt at docking with the 30-ton 
Space station. 

The U.S. officials feit that the 
cosmonauts, Viadimir Kovalenok 
and Valery Ryumin, were forced 
back to earth because they did 
not have enough battery power in 
their two-man spacecraft to stay 
up another 24 hours. 

“We believe Soyuz-25 [did not 
have] solar panels to deliver ex- 
tra electricity.” said an official at 
the Johnson Space Center in 
Houston, “We believe the space- 
craft was on battery power to 
save Welght, which meant the 
casmonauts did not have the time 
τὸ correct the navigational errors 
that forced them to overshoot 
Salyut.” 

The abortive Night of Soyuz-25 
was the third time in a little 
more than three years that Soviet 
cosmonauts were forced back to 
earth because of a failure in the 
Soyuz navigational controls. The 
Tirst was Soyuz-15 in August, 1974, 
and the second was Soyuz-33 a 
vear ago. 


Apparent Computer Error 


What apparentiy happened on 
all three Soyuz flights was that 
the spacecraft’s navigating com- 
puter brought the cosmonauts to 
within 120 yards of the space 
station and then flew them in 
front of and at least 500 yards 
above it. 

At that distance, the cosmo- 
navts cannot take over the space- 
craft's controls.

died yesterday in Sarasota, Fis. 
Mr. Kantor had had a heart 
ailment for many months. 

According to an anecdote, the 
Seminal event in Mr. Kantor’s 
life occurred when he was 10 
years old and 3 salesmar left 
sample pages from αὶ Civil War 
encyclopedia at his home in 
Webster City, Iowa. 

It may well be that he would 
heave heard the call anyway, for 
the grest-grandson of a Union 
Army officer had marched and 
played the fife at parades and 
encampments for years. The 
Civil War was the setting for his 
first successful novel, “Long Re- 
member” (1934), and for “An- 
dersonville," which won the Pu-

A popular writer of short 
stories, verse and reportage, he 
produced 43 books. One of them, 
@ novel in yerse about 
war veterans, was 8. critical fail- 
ure but, adapted for the screen 
by Robert Sherwood, became the 
successful “The Best Years Of 
Our Lives” (1946), 

The film is set in a town like 
Webster City, where Mr. Kantor 
was born on Feb. 4, 1904. Like

An orderly transition 
4g civilian government seems likely and this 
will be especially welcome if accompanied by 
an enlargement of basic freedoms. 


The diplomatic recovery in recent months 
eon be ¢redited to the efforts of Andrew 
Young, the U.S. ambassador to the United 
Naitiuns. ws well as to the evolution of US. 
p2licy in southern Africa. The Nigerians, 
altnovgi: impatient with white regimes on 
the contizent, accept the desirability of 
Peaceful change and a continuing Western 
economic mvolvement. The improved cli- 
mate should lead to greater U.S. sales to 
Nigeria. which last year enjoyed a $4-billion 
surplus in trade with the United States. 

The exchange of presidential visits, there- 
fore, is an appropriate symbol of the new 
amity.

In other words, there could 
be a quick, successful coup. 
There are highly intelligent 
people in the govecnment who 
are aware of all these possibilities 
and dangers and who wil! do their 
best to avoid them. Indonesia 
could ill afford another violent 
overthrow of a government which. 
with all its faults, has accom- 
plished some worthwhile things, 
including 8 reduction of inflation, 
a buildup of foreign reserves of 
more than $2 billion, and large- 
scale development of such major 
resources as oi, liquid natural 
gas, and basic munerals.

Carter’s Problems 
With Communications

YY ASEINGTON. —The Carter 
udministration is now trying 
to work uvut a2 new communica- 
tions policy for mail, radio, tele- 
vision, newspapers and magazines. 
It is an ambitious and complicated 
program, but the President's aides 
are dealing with it separately, 
bephasardly and politically, and 
without any clear philosophy of 
the general public interest. 

For example, the Carter admin- 
istration, more than any other in 
the past, has recognized thet non- 
commercial radio and television 
prevides an increasingly impor- 
tant source of information on the 
news, ideas, and culture of our 


time, not available elsewhere, . 


that must be financed out of pub- 
lic funds. 

In short, Carter and his asso- 
clates are agreeing that there 15 
B diversity amd richness in our 
sctiety that we need—particularly 
that cur children need—but can- 
not or will not be provided by 
large radio and television net- 
works or newspapers that depend 
on advertising directed to a mass 
audience.

But at the same time—and this 
is the puzzle—the Carter admin-
